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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility.'  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture . working  in  cooperation  with  tne  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Cror.'  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  x)ast  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  resrionse  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Forman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  ^ork  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the    material  for  Tables  21  and  TS. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  reisort.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  puljli cation  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  lo^a  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Dickinson  County  originally  "belonged  to  the  Old  Fayette  County 
established  "by  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Assembly  in  1837  ]. / ,  "but  under 
the  Act  of  January  15,  1851  it  was  created  as  a  separate  political  sub- 
division of  Iowa  with  its  present  boundaries  and  attached  to  Folk  County 
for  administrative  and  judicial  purposes.  2/ 

The  first  settlers  of  record  were  Howland  Gardner  and  Harvey  Luce 
with  their  families  from  New  York,  who  settled  on  the  south-east  shore  of 
Lake  Okoboji  near  the  present  site  of  Pillsbury  Point  on  July  16,  1856. 
They  were  followed  the  same  year  by  four  young  men  from  Minnesota,  a  fam- 
ily from  Delaware  County,  another  from  Franklin  County  and  William  Marble 
and  family  from  Linn  County.  All  these  people  were  tragically  con- 

cerned in  the  Spirit  Lake  Massacre  by  the  Sioux  Indians  in  1857,  most  of 
them  being  killed.     4/    After  the  Indian  uprising  was  quelled  and  the 
Sioux  removed  from  the  State  other  settlers  came  and  made  homes  about  the 
lakes.     In  1857  a  town  was  laid  out  on  the  peninsula  formed  by  Spirit  Lake 
and  East  Okoboji  and  named  Spirit  Lake— this  became  the  county  seat  later, 
bj    The  county  was  named  for  Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  a  prominent  statesman,  _6/ 

Some  of  the  trials  the  early  settlers  went  through  may  be  judged  by 
the  fact  that  the  State  paid  a  bounty  on  blackbirds  that  were  found  in 
such  numbers  that  they  destroyed  the  crops  of  the  settlers.     This  bounty 
was  paid  for  four  years,  from  1860  to  1864.  _?/    Tuel  of  all  kinds  was  so 
scarce  that  prairie  hay  was  twisted  into  ropes  and  used  for  burning  in  the 
fire  places  _§/,  but  the  worst  happening  that  befell  them  was  the  scourge 
of  grasshoppers  that  literally  ate  the  crops  for  four  years — from  1873  to 
1878.     This  devastation  was  so  severe  that  the  State  appropriated  $50,000 
for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  caused  by  the  ravages  of  these  insects.  9_j 

The  Burlington,   Cedar  Rapids  and  Northern  Railroad  was  completed  in- 
to Spirit  Lake  on  July  11,   1882.       he  line  is  now  a  par't  of  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad.     10 / 

Area 

Dickinson  County  is  17  by  24  miles  in  extent  with  an  area  of  376 
square  miles  11/ ,  or  240,640  acres.     Of  this  number  £34,877  acres  are

12/    There  are  twelve  townships — each  being  six 
miles  square  '^ith  the  exception  of  the  northern  tier  which  is  but  five 
miles  wide  due  to  the  i-Iinnesota  state  line  being  its  northern  boundary. 
It  ranks  71  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Dickinson  County  are  grouped  into  three  classes  accord- 
ing to  their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,   terrace,   swamp  and  bottom- 
land.    The  drift  souls  cover  75o3  percent  of  the  area  of  the  county  and 
divided  into  Clarion  loans — 48,7  percent,  'vTebster  loams — 12.2  percent, 
Carrington  loams — 5.7  percent,  pierce  loams — '6.  6  percent,  and  the  Dickin- 
son loams — 1.1  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  5,6  percent  of  the  sur- 
face and  are  divided  into  O'Neill  loams — 3,9  percent,   Sioux  loams — 1.0 
percent  and  Pargo  loams — 0.7  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils 
cover  19.1  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Lamoure  silty  clay 
loams — 15.8  percent,  Wabash  silt  loam — 0.3  percent  and  rfack — 3,0  per- 
cent. 13/ 

Topograph;/ 

The  surface  features  of  Dickinson  County  vary  from  rolling  and  hilly 
in  the  northern  and  central  parts  to  level  and  slightly  undulating  in  the 
southern  and  east  central  parts,     A  rough  boundary  between  these  two  topo- 
graphic divisions  of  the  county  may  be  drawn  from  a  short  distance  south 
of  Stony  lalce,   southeast,  passing  south  Sylvan,  Pratt  and  T?est  Okoboji 
lakes,   then  southeast  to  section  15  of  I^ilford  township  and  then  northeast 
along  Bull  ditch  to  the  vicinity  of  Superior  and  then  east  to  the  county 
line.     The  general  slope  of  the  county  is  toward  the  south,  and  the  ele- 
vation ranges  from  1,500  feet  in  the  north  to  1,400  feet  in  the  south. 
The  Little  Sioux  River  crosses  the  county  from  north  to  south  and  with 
its  tributaries  it  drains  the  western  two-thirds  of  the  county.     In  the 
north  the  valley  of  this  stream  is  from  50  to  75  feet  below  the  upland 
surface  and  in  its  lower  course,  especially  in  Okoboji  township  the  chan- 
nel is  75  to  125  feet  below  the  upland  level.     Stony  Creek  drains  the 
south -y^st  rnd  Hud  Greek  drains  the  south'ea-j'Lern  part  of  the  countyo  There 
are  manv  lakes  in  this  county  and  several  are  summer  resorts,  14/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  the  25  years  between  1905  and  1930  was 
44  degrees.     The  average  precipitation  for  the  26  years  between  1879  and 
1905  in  this  county  was  27.56  inches,  and  the  growing  season  averaged 
141  days  between  the  dates  of  the  killing  frost  of  ilay  12  and  September 
30,  recorded  oyer  a  lO-j^'ear  period.  15/

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The  first  census  of  Dickinson  County,  1859,  gave  it  121  inhabitants, 
this  number  increased  very  sickly  until  about  1880,  after  this  late  the 
population  increased  extremely  fast  ^^ith  no  recession;  the  1930  count  was 
10,982.     It  has  a  density  of  29  per  square  miles  as  com-oared  i^ith  the 
State  density  of  44.

The  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed  parentage 
content  of  Dickinson  County  in  1930  was  4.929  or  44.8  percent  of  the  total 
populationo     Of  this  number  those  of  German  descent  led  with  1,571,  the 
I\[orwegians  had  383.    the  S'=^edes  had  237  and  the  Danes  had  233.     About  18 
other  nationalities  had  small  representations.  20/ 

Cooperatives 

In  19-37  there  were  three  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in 
this  county — three  elevators. 

As  a  whole  they  had  409  members  of  which  331  were  active,  and  1,150 
persons  did  business  with  the  three  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  .$546  ,  971  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did 
$76,431  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commod- 
ities for  distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooper- 
atives market  farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  21/

The  peak  year  for  apples  in  Dickinson  County  was  1909  when  17,C32 
trees  "bearing  13,597  "bushels  were  recorded.     The  1934  record  was  7,854 
trees  and  4,325  bushels.     Peaches  were  of  no  im-Dortance  and  plums  had 
their  largest  num"ber  of  trees,  6,380  in  1894,  "but  the  production  of  842 
bushels  in  1934  was  the  leading  harvest.     Cherries  have  "been  negligi"ble. 
Grapes  had  their  "big  year  for  vines  in  1894  when  2,894  were  listed  "but 
the  largest  crop  was  in  1934  when  2,478  pounds  were  listed.  22/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Com 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as 
follows:     (1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for 
silage,  (4)  com  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  pro- 
duction is  given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked. 
In  getting  county  totals  of  production,  the  acreage  other  than  that 
husked  is  raultiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  "by  dividing  total  "bushels 
corn  husked  "by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sunimations  of  individual 
farm  production  shown  as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked 
would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  "both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of 
corn  yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  "by  the  state  assessors'  of- 
fice because  it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their 
best  acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have 
a  different  and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then 
multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  re- 
ported as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based 
only  on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn 
acreage  is  shown  by  tomship  with  this  yield,  and  any  atte^ipt  to  multiply 
it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high 
figure.     The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936 
have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these 
yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive 
at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has 
been  assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  town- 
shii|>  yields  are;   therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  figures  in  this  tahle  for  the  years  1370-1935  inclusive  have  "been  de- 
rived from  the  Federal  Censuses  for  Iowa.     These  enumerations  have  heen  ma,de  as 
of  different  dates.     Some  enumerations  were  for  a  base  date  of  January  1,  others 
for  a  Dase  date  of  April  1,  and  others  for  June  1. 


The  census  enumerations  made  in  1^20,  1925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  Jot 
comparability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January'  1  base.     This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,,  1938  and  lb39  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,  raiales,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm 
assessors'  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  17  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  disiola-''ed  by  the' 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figu^res.
